Attached is a proposed response to an invitation to 
submit Agency nominations for the 1966 Rockefeller Public Service Awards 
The response indicates that CIA has decided not to nominate a candidate 
this year. 


Five Rockefeller Awards ($10,000 each) are made 
yearly- -one for each of five broad fields of activity: 

Administration 

Foreign Affairs or International Operations 
General Welfare or National Resources 
Law, Legislation, or Regulation 
Science, Technology, or Engineering 

Candidates must be civilian careerists in the Federal 
service who have performed "truly outstanding service to the Nation." Nor- 
mally, they must have been in the Federal employ a minimum of 15 years and 
"shall be between the ages of 45 and 60 years." CIA has nominated the fol- 
lowing:
